Emergency Preparedness and Response Appendix K waiver (Waiver K), providers
must provide a minimum of one hour of | meaningful day services in order to bill for
a day of service. Once the federal Public Health Emergency (PHE) ends this waiver
will be removed. The proposed change to the regulations would allow the benefits of
Appendix K under the PHE to continue, up to 3 months after the conclusion of a
federal state of emergency.
